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Store and retail 
plans go on view

MULTI-million pound plans to 
regenerate the area around Ely 
railway station are gathering 
pace - and now people are 
being given the chance to have 
their say 

The ambitious out-of-town 
development around Station Road and 
Angel Drove, dubbed the Ely Octagon 
Business Park, involves demolishing the 
existing Tesco and building a larger, new 
store towards the northern end of Angel 
Drove. 

The developers, Healy Investments Ltd, 
then want to build a hotel, a new petrol 
station, non-food retail units, a DIY unit 
and new offices and industrial units there. 

As reported in the Weekly News, it has 
been mmoured the new Tesco store will be 
the same size as the company’s superstore 
in nearby Bar Hill, Cambridge. 

Developers have confirmed the new 
store, if approved, would be “about the 
same” in size - however Bar Hill’s has 
around 40,000 sq ft of extra sales area to the 
store earmarked for Ely due to its 
mezzanine floor. 

The proposed sales area for the new Ely 
store is 82,000 sq ft. 
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Burglars tricked way 
into woman’s home 

ELDERLY and vulnerable residents are 
being urged to be on their guard following 
a distraction burglary in Wilburton.

POLICE are appealing for witnesses after 
a motorcyclist suffered serious injuries in 
a collision.

The road was closed until 6pm while 
investigations were carried out and the 
Kawasaki motorbike was recovered. 

The driver of the Range Rover, a 53-year- 
old woman from Wisbech, was not 
injured.

Emergency rescue 

A MAN had to be rescued by emergency 
services after injuring himself at the 
bottom of a sewage pump. 

The Anglian Water employee had climbed 
down a ladder to the bottom of a well 
when he twisted his ankle. 

Unable to climb back up the 3m ladder, 
his colleagues had to dial 999. 

Fire crews and police attended the 
incident at the sewage pump in 
Cowbridge Hall Drove, Little Downham, 
and helped to free the man. 

It happened at around 9.45am on Friday, 
August 31. 

The worker was checked over by 
paramedics at the scene and was taken to 
Addenbrooke’s Hospital by a colleague as 
a precaution. 

A spokesman for Anglian Water said: “The 
safety of our colleagues is of the utmost 
importance to us.”

Experts sharing knowledge at centre 


A WORLD-renowned brain 
rehabilitation unit has been sharing its 
knowledge with visitors from Japan. 

The Oliver Zangwill Centre, based 
at Ely’s Princess of Wales Hospital, 
played host to a group of 21 Japanese 
healthcare professionals, including 
speech and occupational therapists, 
clinical psychologists, students and 
doctors. 


The delegation was interested in 
the work of the centre, part of 
Cambridgeshire Community Services 
NHS Trust, which runs a pioneering 
rehabilitation programme for people 
with brain injuries. 

Over the course of the two-day 
event, the delegates heard from 
Professor Barbara Wilson, who 
established the centre in 1996, and 


Professor Jon Evans from Glasgow 
University who together gave an 
overview of the history and recent 
developments in brain injury 
rehabilitation. 

The event was also an opportunity 
for Oliver Zangwill staff to give 
presentations and display posters on 
their recent research and outcomes, 
including social communication. 


Cuts show council 
leads by example 


COUNCILLORS at East 
Cambridgeshire District 
Council (ECDC) have had 
their basic allowances 
slashed. 

Figures released by the 
Taxpayers’ Alliance (TPA) reveal 
that the basic allowance each 
councillor receives simply for 
being an elected member has been 
reduced by 10 per cent. 

In 2010/11, each member was 
paid £4,521 basic allowance, which 
does not take into account travel 
expenses or any other claims. 

In 2011/12 that figure was 
dropped to £4,069 per member. 

The figures do not take into 
account that certain members 
might be paid more if they chair 
certain committees or if they 
are cabinet members at 
Cambridgeshire County Council. 

However, the TPA has praised 
bosses at ECDC. 

fonathan Isaby, political director 
of the TPA, said: “East 
Cambridgeshire councillors 
deserve praise for cutting costs by 
reducing their own basic 
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allowance by 10 per cent. 

“When money is tight and 
savings are having to be found, it is 
vital that councillors lead by 
example in looking for ways to 
deliver taxpayer value for money. 

“Their own allowances should 
not be immune from cuts. 
Residents in nearby areas where 
the allowances have remained the 
same or even increased will rightly 
be asking why their councillors 
aren’t following the lead of East 
Cambridgeshire.” 

Figures show that at 
Cambridgeshire County Council, 
Cambridge City Council and 
Forest Heath District Council, 
there has been no reduction in 
expenses. 

Members at Cambridge City 
Council are being paid £2,782 each 
year and at Forest Heath, members 
are receiving £4,878.60 annually. 

At the county council, members 
are scooping £7,610.04 each year in 
basic allowances. 


However the figures are a far cry 
from some authorities who have 
awarded an increase to members. 

The biggest increases in basic 
allowances between 2010/11 and 
2011/12 were at Boston Borough 
Council where members received 
a 28 per cent increase and at Mid 
Devon District Council where they 
scooped a 23 per cent increase. 

Slough Borough Council, North 
Hertfordshire District Council and 
Tunbridge Wells Borough Council 
also had an allowance increase. 

Matthew Sinclair, chief executive 
of the TPA, has slammed those 
authorities. 

He said: “With local authorities 
up and down the country having 
to rein in spending and many 
public sector staff facing a pay 
freeze, those councillors who have 
awarded themselves an increase in 
their allowances in defiance of 
government advice should hang 
their heads in shame. 

“They cannot retain the moral 
authority to make tough decisions 
on council spending if they believe 
their own allowances should be 
immune.”

In a letter to the 
Weekly News from 
Green Issues Commu¬ 
nique, agents to Healy 
Investments, director, 
James Garland, said the 
developers were hoping 
to submit their formal 
planning application 
soon. 

He said: “Healy 
Investments Ltd is 
looking to submit a 
planning application for 
a new retail park which 
would comprise a new 
Tesco superstore with 
associated car parking 
and landscaping (to 
replace the current 
Tesco store on Angel 
Drove), a petrol filling 
station, non-food retail 
units, a restaurant, a 
hotel, a DIY unit, offices 
and industrial units. 

“We are committed to 
engaging with local 
people to help shape 
the proposals and the 
public exhibition forms 
part of an ongoing 
programme of 

consultation. 

“Representatives of 
the project team will be 
on hand to answer 
questions.” 


The development, 
which is expected to 
create thousands of 
new jobs once it is 
complete, has received 
a mixed reaction to 
date, with many 
residents insisting it is 
just what Ely needs. 

However, the Ely 
Traders’ Association has 
described it as a ‘Death 
Star development’. 

Andrew Olley, a 
spokesman for the 
association, said: “This 
Death Star 

development will orbit 
Ely and suck the people, 
the trade and the heart 
out of Ely life.” 

The developers have 
now organised a two- 
day public exhibition 
event for people to see 
the scheme in detail. 

The exhibition is 
being held at The 
Maltings on Friday, 
September 14 and 
Saturday, September 15. 

It will run from 3pm- 
7pm on Friday and 
10.30am-3pm on 
Saturday.

Cinema is looking set 
to be given approval 


COUNCILLORS are 
today expected to 
rubberstamp plans to 
build a new cinema in 
Ely 

And land off the 
AlO/Downham Road 
looks set to be the 
approved location. 

East Cambridgeshire 
District Council’s 
development and 
transport committee is 
meeting today where 
the results of a public 
consultation asking 
people where they want 
the city’s new cinema to 
go will be presented. 

Residents have been 
given four possible 
locations to choose 
from - land at the 
junction of Downham 
Road/AlO, land at the 
Ely station area, land 
west of the 
Cambridgeshire Busi¬ 
ness Park in Angel 
Drove or building the 
cinema as part of the 


North Ely development. 

42.7 per cent chose 
land at the Downham 
Road/AlO location, 31.9 
per cent chose the Ely 
station gateway area 
and 18.8 per cent said 
land west of the 
business park. 

More than 500 people 
took part in the 
consultation. 

As revealed by the 
Weekly News, it is 
Cineworld, the major 
chain which has 76 
cinemas across Britain, 
which is seeking to 
build in the city. 

The City of Ely 
Council has also sent a 
letter to the district 
council supporting the 
Downham Road/AlO 
option. 

The results of the 
consultation will go to 
members of the 
development and 
transport committee for 
a find decision.

Inquest adjourned 

A WOMAN who was killed after 
being hit by a train in Soham has 
been named. 

Carole Sinclair-Epps, 64, of 
Northfield Road, Soham, was hit by 
a freight train at the Tiled House 
Farm Crossing on the evening of 
August 23. 

An inquest into Mrs Sinclair-Epps’ 
death has now been opened and 
adjourned by William Morris, 
coroner for north and east 
Cambridgeshire. 

A post mortem has shown she died 
of multiple traumatic injuries. 

Police and emergency services 
attended the incident, which 
happened at around 7.50pm, but 
Mrs Sinclair-Epps had died. The 
incident is not being treated as 
suspicious. 

The train involved was the 4.30pm 
freight train from Felixstowe to 
Leeds. 

The inquest has now been 
adjourned pending further inquiries. 

Serious injuries 

A MOTORCYCLIST suffered serious 
injuries after being involved in a 
collision with a lorry. 

The accident happened on the 
All23, Newmarket Road, 

Stretham, shortly after 1 pm on 
Monday. 

A motorcycle and a lorry were 
involved in the crash. 

The motorcyclist, a 55-year-old 
man, suffered serious but not life- 
threatening injuries and was taken 
to Addenbrooke’s Hospital, 
Cambridge. The driver of the lorry 
was uninjured. 

The road was closed for around an 
hour. 

‘Phenomenal value’ 

A LARGE industrial unit in Ely has 
been sold for more than £1 million. 
The freehold interest of Denmark 
House, based on the 
Cambridgeshire Business Park in 
Angel Drove, has been sold for 
£1.175 million. 

An overseas investor, who cannot 
yet be identified, has bought the 
premises as former occupants, 
Thermofisher, have re-located. 

The sale was secured by Savills, 
who say an occupier is now ready 
to take over the premises. 

Phillip Ridoutt, a spokesman for 
Savills Cambridge, said: “Denmark 
House came to the market as a 
result of Thermofisher’s re-location 
and offered a prime opportunity to 
acquire quality, mixed-use space in 
a desirable location. 

“Whilst extensive refurbishment 
was required, the property offered 
phenomenal value to the investor 
who already has an occupier for the 
space.” 

Repairs for windmill 

AN historic windmill looks set to 
receive a much-needed 
refurbishment. 

Ina and Andrew Kite, who own 
Downfield Windmill in Soham, want 
to carry out both internal and 
external repair works to the 18th- 
century mill. 

A planning application has been 
submitted to East Cambs District 
Council and the proposals include 
temporarily dismantling the mill’s 
cap and sails for them to be 
repaired. 

The couple want to repair the mill 
tower’s external brickwork, repair 
windows on all floors, replace the 
external metal cladding to the cap 
roof, renew two of the mill’s 
existing sails and replace two 
missing sails. 

The proposals also include 
repairing internal floors, re-instating 
internal ladders and carrying out a 
full mechanical overhaul of the 
fantail winding gear.

MP sacked in 
big reshuffle 

MP Jim Paice has been sacked as 
Farming Minister as part of 
Prime Minister David Cameron’s 
major cabinet reshuffle. 

Mr Paice, MP for South East 
Cambridgeshire, got a phone 
call from Mr Cameron on 
Tuesday while he was visiting a 
trade fair in Birmingham. 

Mr Paice, 63, who is one of the 
oldest members of Cameron’s 
Government, is to be replaced 
by Lib Dem David Heath, MP for 
Somerton and Frome. 

In a statement, he said: 
“Obviously I am disappointed at 
losing my position as Minister of 
Agriculture and Food. 

“It was a job close to heart and 
throughout nearly two-and-a- 
half years I tried hard to help the 
industry to adapt to change and 
for the food industry to play its 
part in economic recovery. 

“After 23 years continuous 
service on the Conservative 
front bench both in government 
and in opposition it will be a 
great change to move to 
backbenches. 

“Nevertheless I am privileged 
to have been able to serve and I 
shall now devote my time to my 
constituency and with my 
family. 

“As I have said repeatedly to 
farmers change should be seen 
as an opportunity - that applies 
to me now.” 

Mr Paice, who lives in 
Fordham with his wife, Ava, has 
been MP for South East Cambs 
since 1987 and has been 
Farming Minister for two years. 


AN activity centre used 
by thousands of families 
every year is at risk of 
closing due to a lack of 
funds. 

Mepal Outdoor Centre - one 
of the region’s only outdoor 
activity centres - looks set to 
shut. 

Trustees of the Mepal 
Outdoor Centre Charitable 
Trust are desperately trying to 
keep the facility, in Chatteris 
Road, Mepal, open - but they 
are appealing to the public for 
help. 

The charity-run centre has 
been making a loss year on year 
and in July the trustees applied 
to East Cambs District Council 
to loan them £85,000. 

However, the council - which 
owns the land - has refused, 
insisting it has pumped enough 
funding into the facility over the 
years and that it is not being 
used enough. 

Fiona Wynn, a volunteer for 
the trust, said: “This serious 
financial situation has only 
been recently discovered by 
new volunteer trustees of the 
centre. 
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“We have all worked 
unbelievably hard over a short 
period of time to increase the 
income for the charity over the 
crucial summer period. 

“Unfortunately, time, 
weather and blue-green algae 
have all contributed in us 
failing to achieve sufficient 
funds to keep the centre going 
through this winter.” 

The centre, which is 
surrounded by a 20-acre lake, 
offers a wide variety of 
activities, such as canoeing and 
archery, and is used by families, 
businesses and organisations 
from across the region. 

Fiona added: “All of us are 
desperately sad to see such an 
amazing place with so much 
potential being shut but given 
the time scales there does not 
appear to be any viable 
alternative. 

“If anyone would like to 
suggest any solutions for the 
future of the centre please get in 
touch urgently.” 


The council has pumped 
more than £700,000 into the 
centre since it was set up and in 
1993 the authority also 
provided a £30,000 loan, which 
the trust was unable to re-pay. 

A council spokesman said 
the decision not to provide the 
loan was “not taken lightly”. 

He said: “We are deeply 
saddened the trust has not 
been able to develop a 
sustainable business but 
unfortunately we cannot 
continue to use taxpayers’ 
money to support an operator 
which is unable to break even. 

“No detailed business plan or 
strategy for improvement and 
income generation has been 
developed despite the serious 
financial situation and there 
has been a stark decline in 
usage of the facility in recent 
years.” 

The council says it will 
support the trust as it looks to 
determine the centre’s future. 

If it closes, the facility will 
return to the council’s 
ownership.

A PENSIONER who 
underwent a life-saving 
liver transplant has 
returned home triumphant 
from a sporting challenge. 

Colin Aspland, from 
Soham, pictured left, 
competed as a member of 
the Addenbrooke’s 
Transplant Team at the 
Westfield Health British 
Transplant Games in Kent 
and won a bronze medal in 
snooker and a silver medal 
in softball. 


It was 13 years ago that 
Mr Aspland, now 66, 
underwent a liver 
transplant at 
Addenbrooke’s. 

Mr Aspland, who lives 
with his wife, Jennifer, 
said: “The Games were 
brilliant and I was quite 
surprised at how well I did. 

“I haven’t played 
snooker for around four 
years and it was the first 
time I’d ever played 
softball so to come away 


with a bronze and a silver 
medal was quite 
overwhelming.” 

The sporting event was 
organised on behalf of the 
charity Transplant Sport UK 
and saw more than 500 
athletes, aged 2-85, 
competing in 14 sports. 

There are currently 
more than 7,500 people in 
need of an organ 
transplant, but only 28 per 
cent of the public are 
signed up to the register. 
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Call for action at 
‘disgusting’ park 


LITTER is turning a children’s 
play area into a health and 
safety hazard - and fed-up 
residents are demanding 
action. 

Families say the state of the play 
area in Kilkenny Avenue, Ely - close 
to the city’s Princess of Wales 
Hospital - is “disgusting”, as rubbish 
and litter is not being collected. 

Parents say they have even 
spotted dirty nappies discarded in 
the bins, which are now 
overflowing, and that their 
children’s health is now at risk. 

Many people believe the park, 
known locally as the American park’ 
as it is located where the majority of 
Ely’s RAF houses are, is the 
responsibility of East 
Cambridgeshire District Council, 
but it is not. 

Tidying and maintaining the 
facility is the responsibility of RAF 
Lakenheath. 

Local childminder Sue Smith, 
who lives not far from the park in 
Morton Close, said: “The state of the 
park is disgusting. 
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“It’s such a shame as I feel this is 
one of Ely’s best parks with the best 
play facilities for children. 

“None of the rubbish is being 
collected so all the bins are 
overflowing and now people are 
piling their rubbish up around the 
bins. 

“There are even dirty nappies and 
bags of faeces there now - it really 
isn’t hygienic. 

“I certainly won’t take any of my 
kiddies along for a picnic until this 
is sorted.” 

The issue has also been raised 
on the community website, 
ShapeYourPlace, by Ely resident, 
Christine Jones, who is also a 
childminder. 

She said: “I am told that the 
American play park up by the 
hospital isn’t under council control 
but is cleaned independently. 

“As it is open to the public this is 
beginning to be a cause for concern, 


not to mention health and safety 

“How long will it be before rats 
are spotted? The bins are 
overflowing, there is litter 
everywhere, there are bits missing 
from the sides that go round the 
park.” 

A spokesman for RAF 
Lakenheath, which is responsible 
for the play area, said: “We 
apologise for the inconvenience 
and will have personnel out to the 
playground for cleaning and 
maintenance. 

“Under our current contract, 
the playground is cleaned once a 
week. 

“We are keen to be good 
neighbours and are dedicated to 
keeping the playgrounds clean and 
free of debris. 

“Our housing representatives 
routinely visit the playground to 
ensure it is a safe and clean 
environment. 

“If anyone notices any 
discrepancies, please contact the 
48th Fighter Wing Public Affairs at 
(01638) 522151 so we can take care 
of them as quickly as possible.”

‘Boathouse project 
will bring success’

A NEW Cambridge 
University boathouse is set 
to be built in Ely. 

This artist’s impression picture 
shows what the new facility at 
Fore Mill Wash, on the River Great 
Ouse, could look like. 

Cambridge University Boat 
Club (CUBC), Cambridge 
University Women’s Boat Club 
(CUWBC) and Cambridge 
University Lightweight Rowing 
Club (CULRC) are planning to 
build the new boathouse and 
have bought a 12-acre piece of 
land from the Environment 
Agency to build it on. 

If approved by planners, the 
boathouse would be used by the 
clubs as their Ely training base - 
something which the clubs insist 
will enable Cambridge 
University’s rowers to “become 
even more successful”. 

It is also hoped the new 
boathouse will lead to improved 
facilities being built for the Isle of 
Ely Rowing Club. 

The site is on the same side of 
the river as the current CUBC 
boathouse but is closer to the 
Adelaide Straight, on which the 
crews do most of their water 
training. 

Speaking about the plans, 


dubbed Project Ely, its chairman, 
Ewan Pearson said: “Now that we 
own the land we look forward to 
developing this initial concept, 
which already includes a number 
of innovative, sustainable and 
environmentally sensitive 
features, into a real facility that 
can serve the university’s rowing 
clubs well for the next century 
and beyond.” 

The clubs have now appointed 
architects, Jeremy Bailey 
Architects with Baynes and 
Mitchell Architects, to draw up 
detailed plans ahead of a formal 
planning application being 
submitted to East Cambridgeshire 
District Council. 

CUBC treasurer, Robin Waterer, 
said: “We have long been looking 


forward to a proper permanent 
base for our rowing activities. 

“Occupation of the current 
boathouse site has been 
uncertain for some time and the 
short-term lease expires in 2016. 

“The new boathouse will give 
us the chance to make a 
substantial improvement to our 
training facilities in Ely in keeping 
with the standards of excellence 
for which we strive.” 

Bruce Perry, vice-chairman of 
the CULRC, added: “This is the 
first step in providing Cambridge 
University rowing the platform it 
needs to become even more 
successful.” 

A formal planning application 
is expected to be submitted to the 
council soon.

Put our needs 
ahead of cars 

Sir, I’m delighted to see the emerging 
debate about speed limits in Soham 
and Ely. 

As a father of young pavement users, I 
am constantly aware of the threat 
posed by drivers as they drive too fast 
along Ely’s narrow streets. 

Ten minutes spent on drag strips like 
Lynn Road and High Barns, on park- 
where-you-like Deacon’s Lane, or 
even now sadly in quiet cul-de-sacs 
like mine, is enough to see the 
problem. Even using pedestrian 
crossings is not safe. I’ve just returned 
from a round trip to town which saw 
us crowded up to the road edge at the 
Newnham Street crossing opposite 
the High Flyer as a Sainsbury’s lorry 
thundered by too fast, and an old man 
in a Volvo sped up to get through the 
amber-to-red light before we started 
to cross. As usual, our crossing at the 
police station involved a wait for red- 
light jumping drivers turning right 
from Lynn Road onto Nutholt Lane to 
cross our green-man lit path. One 
would have thought the police and 
council on either side would have 
done something about it by now, but 
perhaps they spend too much of their 
time in cars to notice. 

So my family and I would welcome a 
blanket 20mph limit, although the 
changes required run deeper than 
that, and should be about putting the 
needs of pedestrians and cyclists 
ahead of cars. Despite the predictable 
whining of people like last week’s 
correspondent that reduced speed 
limits don’t improve safety on urban 
and suburban streets, there is ample 
evidence that they do, provided they 
are enforced properly, and are part of 
other measures that seek to change 
the culture to one where soft-users’ 
needs are put first.

Bypass must be 
a long-term plan 

Sir, Ron Bradney advises us to ignore 
experts and like many politicians he 
thinks he knows best {Letters, August

The Conservative-controlled county 
council has now backed East Cambs 
District Council’s plans for the Ely 
southern bypass. 

Previous priorities for the eastern 
region placed such a by pass near the 
bottom of the fist, so there wifi be no 
assistance from central government 
and council tax payers for years to 
come wifi face a hefty bill, as interest 
payments on £28 million (the current 
estimate) could hang on for 
generations. 

Problems associated with the Guided 
Bus contract should act as a further 
warning. Payments from developers 
via Section 106 may help ease the 
pain, but Ron Bradney is in cloud 
cuckoo land if he thinks low interest 
rates will last forever. Meanwhile, 
other important council projects will 
inevitably be unaffordable.

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Bus service added 
for rail commuters

A NEW integrated train and 
bus ticketing scheme has 
been spearheaded for 
travellers using Ely railway 
station. 

Local train operator, Greater 
Anglia, has joined forces with bus 
operators, Norfolk Green and 
Stagecoach, to launch the 
scheme. 

The PlusBus ticket, which is 
already on offer at some stations, 
became available at Ely station 
from Monday. 

Passengers who already buy rail 
season tickets to destinations 
such as Cambridge and London 
will now be able to buy a PlusBus 
ticket, which will enable them to 
travel by bus to and from the 
station. 

The Ely PlusBus ticket will be 
valid for unlimited travel on both 
the 'absolutELY’ city bus service 
run by Norfolk Green, and local 
Stagecoach services 9 and 12 in 
Ely. 

The cost of the ticket starts at 
£6.75 a week. 

Norfolk Green’s managing 
director, Ben Colson, said: “We’ve 
had an excellent response from

Fines for 
fishermen 

TWO fishermen have

“We know who has made 
them up and people need to 
check the facts instead of 
listening to spiteful rumours.

“Word has certainly spread 
fast.

Wheelchair forced into traffic 


A DISABLED woman 
says poorly-maintained 
pavements in her 
village are forcing her to 
manoeuvre her 
wheelchair into the 
road. 

Wheelchair-bound 
Linda Watson, from 
Littleport, is urging 
Cambridgeshire 
County Council 
highways to improve 
the state of some of the 
village’s pavements and 
footpaths. 

She says the 
pavements at the 
Padnal end of the 
village, close to the 
Swan restaurant, are 
the worst and that it is 


making the junction of 
Padnal and Victoria 
Street even more 
“hazardous”. 

Writing on the 
community website 
ShapeYourPlace, Mrs 
Watson said: “I travel 
along Victoria Street 
from Padnal to Main 
Street to my place of 
work on a daily basis 
and the badly- 
maintained pavements 
mean that I am forced 
onto the road in my 
wheelchair. 

“I have also noticed 
elderly pedestrians 
walking in the road 
because the pavement 
is so uneven. 


“The pavements are 
worse at the Padnal end 
of my journey - the 
railway crossing and 
junction between 
Padnal and Victoria 
Street mean this is 
already a hazardous 
junction. 

“Drivers are usually 
quite tolerant when 
they come across me in 
their path, but I have 
been victim of abusive 
signals and revving 
engines as motorists 
are forced to slow down 
in the face of oncoming 
traffic.” 

The county council 
has since sent someone 
out to inspect the area 


Mrs Watson has 
complained about. 

A spokesman said: 
“This site has been 
inspected by the 
highways supervisor, 
who has identified 
several areas between 
Kingsmead Court and 
Padnal that would 
benefit from some 
maintenance work. 

“This officer will be

Education chiefs want to 
build the new school in the 
north of the town at the 
junction of The Shade and 
Kingfisher Drive. 

The council’s 

development control 
committee was expected to 
approve the plans in fuly. 
However, members 
deferred their decision over 
concerns about access 
arrangements. 

The proposed access to 
the school - via a new road 
being built from the A142 
roundabout - is causing 
residents and councillors 
the most concern, 
especially with a new 
supermarket set to be built 
at The Shade. 

Pedestrian access would 
be from The Shade and 


Kingfisher Drive. 

In the report put before 
the committee, East 
Cambridgeshire District 
Council said it has 
“considerable concerns 
about the access to the site 
for primary age children”. 

It said a “very large” 
roundabout on The Shade 
that forms part of the 
supermarket application 
would “adversely impact” 
pedestrian and cycle travel 
to the school. 

The plan is to build the 
school in two phases - each 
providing a total of 210 
places for pupils aged 4-11. 

It is hoped the school will 
take its first pupils next 
September. 

Phase two will depend on 
housing development in 
Soham, but is not expected 
to be needed before 
September 2016. 

There would also be a 
two-room pre-school for 
children aged 2-4. 

The public meeting is 
being held at the Walter 
Gidney Pavilion from 6.30- 
9.30pm.

Take a closer look at skating

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Deaths caused 
by flood water 
and low levels 


DANGEROUSLY low oxygen 
levels are causing fish and other 
aquatic life to die in an area of 
the Ouse Washes. 

The Environment Agency (EA) is now 
pumping hydrogen peroxide, which 
releases oxygen, into die water in a bid 
to save more from suffocating to death. 

The area affected is water in the River 
Delph, between Sutton Gault and 
Welches Dam. 

Fish were spotted gasping at the 
water’s surface on Wednesday, August 
15, and tests have showed extremely 
low oxygen levels in the water. 

The EA and fisheries staff are now 
dosing the water with hydrogen 
peroxide every day in a bid to improve 
conditions. 

A spokeswoman for the EA said: “The 
problem has been caused by flood 
water draining off the Ouse Washes into 
the Delph. 

“Flood water has been held on the 
Ouse Washes later in the year than 
usual due to the late and exceptionally 
high rainfall experienced up until July. 

“Recent warm weather has 
encouraged algal growth and 
accelerated the deterioration of rotting 
vegetation in this standing water on the 
Ouse Washes, affecting levels of oxygen. 

“The Washes naturally drain into the 
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River Delph as the EA continues the 
process of pumping the flood water out 
of the system. 

“This is a known risk which the EA 
monitors and responds to annually but 
is usually dealt with earlier in the year. 

“It could take up to three weeks to 
finish pumping July’s rainfall off the 
Ouse Washes and out of the 
watercourse. 

“The EA expects water quality to 
continue to be affected and will 
monitor and treat the water until the 
oxygen levels are restored to acceptable 
levels.” 

People who spot fish gasping at the 
surface of the water or swimming on 
their sides, or upside down, should call 
the EA hotline number 0800 80 70 60. 

Different species of fish can tolerate 
different levels of dissolved oxygen, for 
example trout need a much higher 
water quality than pike, but the EA says 
they all have limits and are harmed by 
rapid changes in the quality of the 
water.

Speaking about his 
illness, Philip said it took 
doctors a long time to 
diagnose him with ME. 

He said: “I had many 
blood tests. They said it 
could be diabetes or an over 
active thyroid then one 
doctor suggested it could be 
ME and referred me to a 
specialist. 

“The worst thing is the 
fatigue - the blockage that 
stops you doing what you 
want to do. 

“I had gone from being a 
normal active person to 
someone who could not do 
anything. Soon I was at 
home more than I was at 


school.” 

Philip’s family appointed 
home tutors to teach him 
GCSE maths and he 
managed to pass with a 
grade C - but he wasn’t 
happy with that. 

That’s when he took the 
step to enroll at Ely College. 

With the support of the 
college, he was given a light 
timetable studying maths 
and English GCSE and AS 
physics. 

Philip will be returning to 
do more A-levels and is 
looking towards university 
to study science research - 
possibly at Cambridge or 
Oxford. 

Miss Kuschel said: “Philip 
was unsure of what he 
could possibly achieve as he 
was still so unwell but it 
soon became clear that his 
determination was going to 
win through. 

“He is an inspiration to us 
and all who know him have 
caught his feeling of 
wanting to succeed.”

A RETIRED couple are 
baffled after being billed for a 
telephone line that they 
cancelled more than two 
years ago. 

Carol and Michael Hinde 
cancelled the BT phone line at their 
home in Eastfield, Chesterton, 
Cambridge, when they moved 
home in March 2010. 

The couple, who had been in the 
property for 48 years, moved to a 
house in The Southerns, Sutton, 
where they have lived ever since. 

But in May this year Mr and Mrs 
Hinde were shocked to see that an 
extra £43.80 had suddenly been 
added onto their quarterly BT 
bill, which is for their phone in 
Sutton. 

Mrs Hinde, 69, says they then 
contacted BT, who promised they 
would be reimbursed on their next 
bill but when that came through in 
August the £43.80 had been added 
on again. 

The couple say they have been 
contacting BT about the issue since 
May this year and they are still 
being billed for a telephone line that 
no longer exists. 

Mrs Hinde said: “We moved from 


Cambridge in March 2010 and that 
is when we called BT to cancel the 
phone line. 

“When our BT bill came through 
in May this year we got a shock as it 
was almost £200. Our quarterly bill 
is usually around £140. 

“When we looked closer we 
realised we had been charged for 
the phone line in Cambridge - even 
though we don’t live there anymore 
and the line had been cancelled. 

“BT promised us that we would 
be reimbursed on our next bill. That 
came through in August and again 
we were charged £43.80 for the 
Cambridge line. 

“We’ve been trying to sort this 
issue since May and we’re getting 


nowhere. 

“It’s exhausting and frustrating. 
We’re pensioners - we can’t afford to 
be charged for phone lines which 
no longer exist.” 

As a result of the Weekly News 
contacting BT about the issue on 
Friday, the organisation got in touch 
with Mr and Mrs Hinde that day. 

A BT spokesman said: “We have 
been in contact with Mr and Mrs 
Hinde to apologise for the problems 
with their bills and the fact that this 
was not sorted out when it was 
brought to our attention. 

“We have also confirmed that 
these charges have been ceased and 
the account correctly charged and 
refunds given.”

A FATHER-of-two is 
taking on a mammoth 
cycling challenge 
across France to raise 
money for a local 
disability charity.

“What he did pushed 
the very limits of human 
physical endurance. I have 
absolutely no intention of 
copying him, and many 
would say what he did was 
a touch foolhardy, but he 
did give us an indication 
of what even the ordinary 
man could be capable of. 

“I’m raising money for 
the Rowan Humberstone 
charity as it’s a local 
charity which does a 
marvellous job, but 
doesn’t receive much 
funding. 

“I’d love it if local people 
got behind me and 
sponsored me so we can 
make a real difference to 
the charity.”

A DRUG dealer who 
supplied to punters 
from his boat for 
around 20 years has 
been punished.

Officers found a large 
amount of cannabis along 
with amphetamine, cocaine, 
cash and drug paraphernalia. 

It was discovered Phillips 
had been supplying drugs in 
the Ely area for around 20 
years. 

He was charged with two 
counts of possessing class A 
drugs - cocaine and ‘magic 
mushrooms’ - and 
possession with intent to 
supply cannabis - both 
herbal and resin, MDMA and 
amphetamine. 

He admitted all six charges 
at Cambridge Crown Court. 

The court heard Phillips 
had “chronic financial 
problems”, sold cannabis to

pay for his amphetamines 
habit and helped care for his 
ill ex-partner. 

fohn Lamb, mitigating, 
said his client did not lead “a 
lavish lifestyle” and the 
amphetamines he had were 
not for commercial gain. 

Phillips was given a one- 
year prison sentence, 
suspended for a year, and 
told to do 200 hours’ unpaid 
work in the community with 
a six-month supervision 
requirement. 

Detective Constable Mark 
Beaven said: “Drug dealing in 
any form is not acceptable 
and we will continue to 
disrupt any such criminality. 

“This man was responsible 
for selling drugs to people in 
Ely and Littleport over a 20- 
year period. Hopefully, this 
will have an impact on the 
use and supply of drugs in 
the area.”

BASED on a true story, Lawless knocks 
back a drink with three brothers who 
become kings of their close-knit community 
by running moonshine across the state line. 

Set in early 1930s Virginia and adapted 
from Matt Bondurant’s novel The Wettest 
County In The World, Nick Cave’s script 
corrals its fair share of rootin’ tootin’ cliches 
to a fine bluegrass-tinged soundtrack. 

In the mountains of Franklin County, local 
cops turn a blind eye to the illegal activities 
of Forrest Bondurant (Tom Hardy) and his 
siblings Howard (Jason Clarke) and Jack 
(Shia LaBeouf). 

The brothers run a successful bar and 
eke out a comfortable living by trading 
moonshine, made at secret distilleries 
maintained by Jack’s disabled pal Cricket 
(Dane DeHaan). 

But the business empire is threatened 
when sadistic Special Deputy Charley Rakes 


(Guy Pearce) arrives from Chicago on a 
mission to shut down the distilleries at the 
behest of district attorney Mason Warden 
(Tim Tolin). 


As young love blossoms between Jack 
and preacher’s daughter Bertha Minnix (Mia 
Wasikowska), Rakes sets about dismantling 
the brothers’ operation from the inside, 


targeting weak links including dancer 
Maggie Beauford (Jessica Chastain) who 
has recently taken up a position as a 
waitress at the bar. 

For all its dramatic simplicity, John 
Hillcoat’s film packs a hefty punch, explor¬ 
ing the bonds of trust that are tested to their 
limit when the bootleggers are pummelled 
senseless by the long arm of the law. 

Hardy delivers a brooding central 
performance, maintaining his stoic hard 
man image around Chastain’s emotionally 
battered love interest. However, it’s Pearce 
who scorches as a obsessive-compulsive 
bully who hides behind his police badge. 

Gary Oldman is underused in an eye¬ 
catching role as the suave mobster who 
Jack hopes to emulate. 

LaBeouf’s tender romance with 
Wasikowska sweetens Hillcoat’s bitter pill 
but don’t expect a happy ever after. 

When these varmints stray beyond the 
point of forgiveness, death is the only 
absolution.

GARDENING 


Shrubs to bring autumn

A UTUMN is almost upon 
us - and as the seasons 
change, rich foliage and 
berries become the focus of 
attention for many gardeners. 

While ornamental grasses and the 
daisy-like blooms of heleniums and 
rudbeckias continue to provide colour, 
it’s important to have some shrubs in 
your border which will provide the li nk 
between the end of summer and the 
beginning of autumn and beyond. 

Indeed, you don’t need to have a huge 
garden with masses of trees to enjoy a 
good autumn show because shrubs can 
provide the rich foliage contrast, 
fragrance and berries to create plenty of 
interest. 

Of course, the most important thing is 
to make sure that you choose shrubs 
which will be suited to your soil and 
situation. Acid lovers such as 
rhododendrons and camellias won’t 
thrive in alkaline soil, so stick to the 


shrubs you know will thrive. 

If in doubt, look at neighbouring 
gardens to see which shrubs are thriving, 
which will give you some clue as to 
what will do well in your own garden. 

Workhorse shrubs include 
hydrangeas, which flower in late 
summer offering large blooms in shades 
of pink and blue before the flowerheads 
change colour to a rich straw-coloured 
hue, maintaining their shape as they dry 
beautifully on the stem. 

The dried blooms can remain on the 
shrub throughout autumn and winter, 


providing a structural focal point in the 
cooler months when much else has died 
down, and protect the emerging leaves 
from frost damage in the depths of 
winter. They don’t need clipping until 
the following spring. 

For continual interest throughout 
autumn and beyond, I’d plump for 
mopheads such as H. m. Madame Emile 
Mouillere, which has white green-tinted 
blooms that flower freely from the end 
of summer and turn pink progressively 
through autumn. 

Hydrangeas like a semi-shaded spot 


and acid soil, so plant them in 
ericaceous compost. 

One of my favourite shrubs is the 
castor oil palm Fatsia japonica, with its 
huge, deep green, tropical leaves all year 
round. It is among the toughest of 
specimens, growing in shade where 
nothing else will survive and it even 
bears greenish white flowers in the 
autumn, which stand out against the 
glassy, palmate leaves. Give it plenty of 
room because it grows to around 1.5m 
(5ft) high by 1.25m (4ft) wide. 

Several autumn-flowering hebes are 



also worth including in the border, such 
as Autumn Glory, which at 60cm (2ft) x 
60cm (2ft) is perfect for the front of the 
border, bearing purple flowers which 
withstand the elements and can flower 
almost up to Christmas. Hebes need a 
sunny spot and reasonably well-drained 
soil but are generally not fussy and don’t 
need pruning. 

Another autumn stalwart is the 
spindle bush (Euonymus alatus), a 
deciduous shrub known for its 
spectacular autumn colour, producing a 
crimson display of leaves. When the 
leaves drop, you can see corky flanges 
running up and down the stem which 
give the plant some winter interest as 
well. 

If you want berries, of course there 
are many obvious candidates including 
cotoneaster, pyracantha and holly, but 
there are others, too, which will keep 
you in flowers, berries, scent and foliage 
all year. 

Viburnum opulus, a compact 90cm 
(3 ft) variety, bears white flowerheads in 
early summer and clusters of glassy red 
berries and red leaves in autumn. 

Other shrubs with colourful autumn 
fruits include the Callicarpa bodinieri 
Profusion, which produces unusual 
purple berries, and Skimmia japonica 
Nymans, which bears bright red berries 
provided a male is planted next to a 
female for berry production. 

Autumn colour shows up best with a 
solid dark background such as conifers 
and evergreen shrubs, so consider this 
when planning your planting.

Top seller in first 6 months 
of year is the Ford Focus 


MANY young motorists 
now rely on their 
parents to fork out for 
their first car, according 
to a survey 

In the 1960s, around 80 per 
cent of first-time car owners 
funded their purchase 
themselves, according to the 
poll by insurance company 
Aviva. 

But now around a third of 
first cars are paid for by 
someone else - most likely by 
mothers and fathers or other 
family members. 

The recent reliance on the 
bank of mum and dad comes 
despite the fact that the 
average age to buy a first car 
is now 25, compared with 21 
in the 1960s. 

But today’s drivers are 
much more likely (26 per 
cent) to have a new car as 
their first motor than in the 
1960s (8 per cent), when 


nearly everyone cut their 
motoring teeth on second¬ 
hand models. 

In the 1960s, only 6 per 
cent of first-time car owners 
had their motor insurance 
paid for by someone else, 
while now the figure is as 
high as 21 per cent. 

The poll also showed that 
the most popular first car of 


the last 50 years was the Ford 
Escort, followed by the Ford 
Fiesta, Ford Anglia and 
Vauxhall Corsa. 

Aviva marketing director 
Heather Smith says: “Owning 
a first car is a fantastic 
milestone of independence 
and whether it’s a much¬ 
loved treasure or a shiny new 
set of wheels, it provides an 


important rite of passage for 
any driver. 

“Over the past five 
decades, we have seen a 
fundamental shift in the 
typical first car owner. 

“However, despite these 
changes, the nation’s love for 
affordable classics, from 
Corsas to Golfs, Fords have 
stayed at the forefront in the 
history of the first car and 
feature as firm favourites 
across Britain’s driveways.”

A NEW Cambridge University boathouse could be built 
on the River Great Ouse in Ely. 

Cambridge University Boat Club, Cambridge University 
Women’s Boat Club and Cambridge University 
Lightweight Rowing Club are involved in the joint 
venture on the eastern edge of Ely, at Fore Mill Wash. 
The site, which is over 12 acres in size and much 
closer to the Adelaide Straight, has been purchased to 
develop the Ely training bases in what will be a 
landmark initiative to bring all three clubs together under 


one roof - they currently train out of separate 
boathouses. The scheme has been called Project Ely and 
is being chaired by Ewan Pearson, with Jeremy Bailey 
Architects and Baynes & Mitchell Architects being chosen 
for the project. 

Robin Waterer, the CUBC treasurer, said: “We have long 
been looking forward to a proper permanent base for 
our rowing activities. 

“Occupation of the current boathouse site has been 
uncertain for some time and the short-term lease 


expires in 2016. The new boathouse will give us the 
chance to make a substantial improvement to our 
training facilities in Ely in keeping with the standards of 
excellence for which we strive.” 

Annamarie Phelps, the CUWBC chairman of executive 
committee, said: “This pivotal project will be a turning 
point in Cambridge rowing bringing together all the 
university clubs under one roof. 

“We are delighted that Jerry Bailey and Baynes and 
Mitchell, with their collective knowledge of the sport 


and experience of collaborative working, have been 
selected to provide a cutting edge, sustainable, high 
performance environment for future scholar-athletes of 
Cambridge University.” 

And CULRC vice-chairman Bruce Perry said: “This is 
the first step in providing Cambridge University rowing 
the platform it needs to become even more successful. 
“For CULRC this is about creating physical and 
collaborative structures that reflect the true potential of 
the club.”
